Advertising is salesmanship and no mer­ 
chant would try to sell merchandise without 
thinking. 
He wouldn’t let a clerk be insipid, 
loud, lackadaisical, overly conspicuous 
or 
start his sales talk with “Now is the time.“ 
Newspaper advertising involves thinking if 
it is going to be successful. 
Bright ideas, 
selling ideas do not come easy and to obtain 
them requires some thought. 
The retail advertising writer will find 
it 
easy to produce ideas if he will just organize 
himself to capture the idea when it comes to 
mind. 
Everybody has ideas, but they don’t 
put them on paper and hence the idea rattles 
around in the brain until it is replaced by 
another idea. 
Ideas don’t come from study or pencil chew­ 
ing. 
Ideas occur in a fleeting moment, 
and 
that is when they should be captured and put 
on paper. 
No good advertising idea man is 
without pencil and paper at any time. At lunch, 
beside his bed, at the easy chair, in church, 
driving home, there should be paper and pencil 
within reach. 
Good newspaper advertising will sell mer­ 
chandise, but it cannot be done on hunches, 
wishful thinking and complacency.

Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara is a 
clever man with figures and convincing at a 
blackboard in 
his arguments about how much 
money he is saving the American taxpayers. 
Hut his reputation as a genius is tottering as 
well as a carefully constructed image of 
in­ 
fallibility the Pentagon publicists have labored 
to build for him. 
McNamara labored diligently to persuade the 
country that what the armed services needed 
was an all purpose airplane, manufactured in 
Texas 
by 
General 
Dynamics, 
rather than 
separate craft tailored to specific service 
needs by Boeing, 
a 
west coast based plane 
manufacturer. 
The military was arrayed solidly against him, 
leaders of the service branches opposing the 
n ove. 
The only support McNamara apparently 
had was from President Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas but it sufficed. 
Events have proved that McNamara didn’t know 
what he was talking about and was conclusively 
wrong in jamming the F-lll, the controversial 
airplane once known as the TFX, down the 
tl roats of the armed services and compelling 
tfe American taxpayers to pay for his folly. 
"he plane is expected to cost the taxpayers an 
a /erage of $9,600,000 apiece instead of 
an 
estimated $4,600,000. 
About 1,200 of the variable wing planes will 
b 3 constructed at a total cost, including re- 
s 3arch, supporting ground equipment, and spare 
p irts, of about $11 billion. 
Original cost estimates were $7 billion 
for 
1,708 of the planes. 
When McNamara proposed one airplane with 
closely similar models for use by the air force 
and the navy he estimated that the 
“com­ 
monality“ would save at least a billion dollars. 
The Pentagon continues to make such claims 
but nobody is convinced. 
Research and development costs on the F-lll 
are at least one and half times those of pre- 
viois jet fighter planes. 
The commonality 
requirements have greatly increased the plane’s 
weight, made adaptability difficult, and raised 
the cost over the specialized designs of the 
past. 
The plans will serve neither the air force nor 
the navy as well as specialized craft and will be 
at least as expensive as two specialized craft. 
The effort to provide two planes for the cost 
of one as far as the F -lll is concerned has, as 
Fortune magazine puts it, resulted in “ costing 
two for the price of two - and costing as well 
in weapon effectiveness, morale and a lot of 
unnecessary antagonism.” 
The credibility gap, so consistently and faith­ 
fully nurtured by the Johnson administration, 
ha8 been broadened to include the Pentagon 
and McNamara, who has demonstrated that he 
can be stubborn, unyielding and wrong. 
His performance on the F-lll project even 
raises a question about the wisdom of civilian 
leadership of the military.

There’s a new “wrinkle” in bridge construc­ 
tion and maintenance. 
Old cars from junk heaps are being used in 
Mississippi to build protective jetties near 
bridge foundations in an experimental, cost- 
cutting project. 
If successful, the Highway Research Board, 
of the Industrial Research National Academy of 
Science - 
National Research Council, Wash­ 
ington, reports the plan could be used else­ 
where, with two obvious benefits: 
1. Unsightly auto graveyards would be elim i­ 
nated with scrap 
being put to good use. 
2. 
Vital bridge maintenance jobs could be 
performed at a 
fraction of former costs. 
The experimental project, executed by the 
Mississippi Highway Department’s Bridge Di­ 
vision and its Seventh District maintenance 
engineers, is on the Homochitto River. 
The Homochitto has strong currents and 
a 
surging history of rebellion, particularly against 
bridges, 
jetties 
and 
other control devices. 
Another bridge in the same location as 
the 
present project and a portion of a yearby rail­ 
road bridge fell before the ravenous river 11 
years ago. 
The river also has the record of being a 
killer. 
Downstream it swept away 
another 
bridge, killing a motorist. 
Preventing the erosion of highway bridge 
structures with “Old Betsies” if it works 
will have another benefit. 
It should increase 
the safety of these structures for motorists. 
About 200 car bodies are being used in the 
Homochitto project to replace timber pilings 
lost during a flood last fall. 
Arranged along 
the west bank in three parallel lines for 
a 
distance of about 750 feet, the car bodies are 
laced together with cables to prevent separation. 
The cables are anchored to timbers buried 
some distance away from the river bank. Bull­ 
dozers will spread a layer of sand over the 
cars to increase stability. 
The river itself, 
say engineers, will add more sand. 
In time, 
the cars will be completely covered. 
This 
will help eliminate river bank erosion. 
Pile-dike construction in the area nine years 
ago cost the Mississippi State 
Highway de­ 
partment $150,000. 
To protect its bridge, the 
Illinois Central Railroad also spent several 
thousand dollars. Neither project proved com­ 
pletely effective. 
The buried-car project, using salvaged oil­ 
rig cable, will cost about $24,000, engineers 
estimate* or less than one-third the cost of 
comparable timber pile construction. 
More car bodies, if needed, may be added 
in the future.

Secretary of Defense Hobert McNamara is a 
clever man with figures and convincing at a

money he is saving the American taxpayers. 
But his reputation as a genius is tottering as 
well as a carefully constructed image of

fallibility the Pentagon publicists have labored 
to build for him. 
McNamara labored diligently to persuade the 
country that what the armed services needed 
wi s an all purpose airplane, manufactured in

T ie Pentagon continues to make such claims 
but nobody is convinced. 
Rc search and development costs on the F-111 
are at least one and half times those of pre- 
vio is jet fighter planes. 
The commonality 
requirements have greatly increased the plane’s 
weight, made adaptability difficult, and raised 
the cost over the specialized designs of the 
past. 
The plans will serve neither the air force nor 
the navy as well as specialized craft and will be 
at least as expensive as two specialized craft. 
The effort to provide two planes for the cost 
of one as far as the F -lll is concerned has, as 
Fortune magazine puts it, resulted in “ costing 
two for the price of two - and costing as well 
in weapon effectiveness, morale and a lot

The credibility gap, so consistently and faith­ 
fully nurtured by the Johnson administration, 
has been broadened to include the Pentagon 
and McNamara, who has demonstrated that he 
can be stubborn, unyielding and wrong.

There’s a new “wrinkle” in bridge construc­ 
tion and maintenance. 
Old cars from junk heaps are being used in 
Mississippi to build protective jetties near 
bridge foundations in an experimental, cost- 
cutting project. 
If successful, the Highway Hesearch Board, 
of the Industrial Hesearch National Academy of 
Science - 
National Hesearch Council, Wash­ 
ington, reports the plan could be used e lse ­ 
where, with two obvious benefits: 
1. Unsightly auto graveyards would be elim i­ 
nated with scrap 
being put to good use. 
2. 
Vital bridge maintenance jobs could be 
performed at a 
fraction of former costs. 
The experimental project, executed by the 
M ississippi Highway Department’s Bridge Di­ 
vision and its Seventh District maintenance 
engineers, is on the Homochitto River. 
The Homochitto has strong 
currents and 
a 
surging history of rebellion, particularly against 
bridges, 
jetties 
and 
other control devices. 
Another bridge in the same location as 
the 
present project and a portion of a yearby rail­ 
road bridge fell before the ravenous river 11 
years ago. 
The river also has the record of being a 
killer. 
Downstream it swept away 
another 
bridge, killing a motorist. 
Preventing the erosion of highway 
structures with “Old B etsies” if it works 
will have another benefit. 
It should increase 
the safety of these structures for motorists. 
About 200 car bodies are being used in the 
Homochitto project to replace timber pilings 
lost during a flood last fall. 
Arranged along 
the west bank in three parallel lines for 
a 
distance of about 750 feet, the car bodies are 
laced together with cables to prevent separation. 
The cables are anchored to timbers buried 
some distance away from the river bank. Bull­ 
dozers will spread a layer of sand over the 
cars to increase stability. 
The river itself, 
say engineers, will add more sand. 
In time, 
the cars will be completely covered. 
This 
will help eliminate river bank erosion. 
Pile-dike construction in the area nine years 
ago cost the M ississippi State 
Highway de­ 
partment $150,000. 
To protect its bridge, the 
Illinois Central Railroad also spent several 
thousand dollars. Neither project proved com­ 
pletely effective. 
The buried-car project, using salvaged oil­ 
rig cable, will cost about $24,000, engineers 
estim ate, or less than one-third the cost 
of 
comparable timber pile construction. 
More car bodies, if needed, may be added 
in the future.

Newspaper advertising involves thinking if 
it is going to be successful. 
Bright ideas, 
selling ideas do not come easy and to obtain 
them requires some thought. 
The retail advertising writer will find

easy to produce ideas if he will just organize 
him self to capture the idea when it com es to 
mind. 
Everybody has ideas, but they don’t 
put them on paper and hence the idea rattles 
around in the brain until it is replaced by 
another idea.

Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara is a 
clever man with figures and convincing at a 
blackboard in 
his arguments about how much 
n oney he is saving the American taxpayers. 
But his reputation as a genius is tottering as 
well as a carefully constructed image of 
in­ 
fallibility the Pentagon publicists have labored 
to build for him. 
McNamara labored diligently to persuade the 
country that what the armed services needed 
was an all purpose airplane, manufactured in 
Texas 
by 
General 
Dynamics, 
rather than 
separate craft tailored to 
specific service 
needs by Boeing, 
a 
west coast based plane 
manufacturer. 
The military was arrayed solidly against him, 
leaders of the service branches opposing the 
n ove. 
The only support McNamara apparently 
h id was from President Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas but it sufficed. 
Events have proved that McNamara didn’t know 
what he was talking about and was conclusively 
wrong in jamming the F—111, the controversial 
airplane once known as the TFX, down the 
ti roats of the armed services and compelling 
tie American taxpayers to pay for his folly. 
he plane is expected to cost the taxpayers an 
a /erage of $9,600,000 apiece instead of 
an 
estim ated $4,600,000. 
About 1,200 of the variable wing planes w ill 
I i constructed at a total cost, including r e- 
s .‘arch, supporting ground equipment, and spare 
p irts, of about $11 billion. 
I Original cost estim ates were $7 billion 
for 
1,708 of the planes. 
When McNamara proposed one airplane with 
closely sim ilar models for use by the air force 
and the navy he estim ated that the 
“ com ­ 
monality” would save at least a billion dollars. 
TI e Pentagon continues to make such claim s 
but nobody is convinced. 
Research and development costs on the F-U l 
are at least one and half tim es those of pre- 
vio is jet fighter planes. 
The commonality 
requirements have greatly increased the plane’s 
weight, made adaptability difficult, and raised 
the cost over the specialized designs of the 
past. 
The plans will serve neither the air force nor 
the navy as well as specialized craft and will be 
at least as expensive as two specialized craft. 
The effort to provide two planes for the cost 
of one as far as the F -ill is concerned has, as 
Fortune magazine puts it, resulted in “ costing 
two for the price of two - and costing as well 
in weapon effectiveness, morale and a lot

unnecessary antagonism.” 
The credibility gap, so consistently and faith­ 
fully nurtured by the Johnson administration, 
has been broadened to include the Pentagon 
and McNamara, who has demonstrated that he 
can be stubborn, unyielding and wrong.

T here’s a new “ w rinkle” in bridge construc­ 
tion and maintenance. 
Old cars from junk heaps are being used in 
M ississippi to build protective jetties near 
bridge foundations in an experim ental, co st­ 
cutting project. 
If successful, the Highway Research Board, 
of the Industrial R esearch National Academy of 
Science - 
National R esearch Council, Wash­ 
ington, reports the plan could be used e ls e ­ 
where, with two obvious benefits: 
I. Unsightly auto graveyards would be elim i- 
being put to good use. 
maintenance jobs could be 
fraction of form er co sts. 
The experimental project, executed by the 
M ississippi Highway Department’s Bridge Di­ 
vision and its Seventh District maintenance 
engineers, is on the Homochitto River. 
The Homochitto has strong 
currents and 
a 
surging history of rebellion, particularly against 
bridges, 
jetties 
and 
other control devices. 
Another bridge in the same location as 
the 
present project and a portion of a yearby ra il­ 
road bridge fell before the ravenous river 
ll 
years ago. 
The 
river also has the record of being a 
k iller. 
Downstream it swept away 
another 
bridge, killing a m otorist. 
Preventing the erosion of highway bridge 
structures with “ Old B etsies” 
if it works 
w ill have another benefit. 
It should increase 
the safety of these structures for m otorists. 
About 200 car bodies are being used in the 
Homochitto project to replace timber pilings 
lost during a flood last fall. 
Arranged along 
the w est bank in three parallel lines for 
a 
distance of about 750 feet, the car bodies are 
laced together with cables to prevent separation. 
The cables are anchored to tim bers buried 
som e distance away from the river bank. Bull­ 
dozers will spread a layer of sand over the 
cars to increase stability. 
The river itself, 
say engineers, w ill add more sand. 
In tim e, 
the cars will be com pletely covered. 
This 
w ill help eliminate river bank erosion. 
Pile-dike construction in the area nine years 
ago cost the M ississippi State 
Highway de­ 
partment $150,000. 
To protect its bridge, the 
Illinois Central Railroad also spent several 
thousand dollars. Neither project proved com ­ 
pletely effective. 
The buried-car project, using salvaged o il­ 
rig cable, will cost about $24,000, engineers 
estim ate, or le ss than one-third the cost 
of 
comparable timber pile construction. 
More car bodies, if needed, may be added 
in the future.
